Growing Menace of : Suf- 
fragette Agitation Grave 
Problem Not Only for the 
Government But for the 
Community. 


KING GEORGE IS AFRAID 
TO LEAVE HIS PALACE 


Doctor Horsewhipped, Two 
Editors Assaulted, Costly 
Pictures Ruined and House 
Fired Part of Mil-.ant Rec- 
ord for Wednesday. 


London, June 4.—How to deal with 
the growing menace of the militant 
suffragette agitation is becoming 4 
problem of tremendous import not only 
for the government, but for the com- 
munity-at-large. Efforts of their well- 
wishers to persuade the militants that 
they are retarding the cause have been 
in vain; they are convinced nothing but 
force will achieve their aims, and they 
have been applying themselves with 
renewed vigor to outrages. 

Yesterday’s list included the horse- 
whipping of the deputy governor and 
medical officer of Holloway jail, the 
partial destruction of two valuable 
pictures, an assault upon two editors 
and the setting fire to a house at Bel- 
fast. And this takes no account of 
window-breaking, upsetting of polit- 
ical meetings, disturbances in churches 
and at theatrical and concert perform- 
ances. 

The cost for police and other pro- 
tection against threatened outrages is 
becoming enormous. 

Elaborate precautions taken for the 
derby are being repeated for the com- 
ing Ascot race meeting. Strong fences 
have been erected and a special water 
supply has been installed in case of 


fire. 
King Fears the Militants. 

Prison—since the adoption of the 
hunger and thirst strike—has no long- 
er any terrors for the miljtants, and 
judicial proceedings have been rendered 
almost farcical. After a few days in 
prison, the convicted women are out 
again, planning and executing fresh 
outrages. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst now occu- 
pies a house overlooking Buckingham 
palace, and the force of police within 
the palace grounds has been increased. 
The king has ceased his daily morning 
canter in Hyde park, because of mili- 


tant activity. 

It is understood officers of the crown 
are considering whether action can be 
taken against the subscribers to the 
funds of the Women’s Social and Po- 
litical Union. It is suggested that if 
a charge of criminal conspiracy can be 
sustained against these subscribers any 
person who has suffered damage would 
have the right of @ivil action against 
the subscribers. 

The suffragettes have strong finan- 
cial supporters in the very highest 
ranks of society. 

According to The Daily Mail, the po- 
lice have received information of a suf- 
fragette plot against Prince Henry, the 
king’s third son, who is at Eton. Scot- 
land Yard has sent special detectives 
to Eton to guard the prince. 

Women Horsewhip Doctor. 

Dr. Francis Edward Forward was 
the physician attacked by the mili- 
tants. Two women. armed with horse 
whips sprang on to the doctor as he 
left Holloway prison and were pun- 
ishing him severely when a policeman 
arrested his assailants. 

The women declared that their ac- 
tion was ‘‘a protest against the forci- 
ble feeding for which this beast is re- 
sponsibie.”’ Dr. Forward refused to 
charge the women with assault, but 
the police detained them on a charge 
of disorderly conduct. On October 11, 
1913, Dr. Forward was attacked ina 
similar manner. 

An arson squad of suffragettes early 
today burned a large cricket pavilion 
at Earlsfield, southwest of London. 
Another arson squad set fire to a coun- 
try residence near Belfast, but the 
blaze was discovered and extinguished 
with small damage. 


Woman Ruins Paintings. 


A savage attack with a hatchet was 
made by a young and _é£«—<stylishly- 
gowned suffragette on an attendant at 
the Dore gallery, who tried to pre- 
vent her from destroying valuable pic- 
tures on exhibition there. 

The woman already had ruined two 
paintings in the gallery, which is in 
the heart of the fashionable quarter 
of London, and was hacking a third 
when an attendant seized her arm. 
She turned on the man furiously and 
rained a shower of blows on his body, 
severely injuring him. 

Other attendants overpowered her. 
She kicked and screamed until she was 
turned over to the police. 

A letter Was left in the gallery by 
the attendant’s assailant in which she 
asserts militants heretofore have been 
“too lady-like.” She adds: 

“To stop this you must give us jus- 
tice. We are willing to die for it be- 
fore we give in. We have tried all 
other ways. We have been too lady- 
like in the past. Now we are going 
to fight and you can allow us to be 
killed. Others will arise to take our 
places. I have joined the war.’’ 

One of the pictures destroyed was 
“Love Wounded,” a priceless engrav- 
ing by Bartolozzi. 


Women Assault Editors. 


Belfast, Ireland, June 3.—Militants 
today assaulted managing editors of 
two ofe-the leading newspapers of Bel- 
fast which had criticised the militant 
campaign. 

Two well-dressed women, one of 
them a giantess, went to the Belfast 
telegraph office and were ushered into 
the editor’s room. Without speaking 
a word the larger one walked up to 
Mr. Stewart, the managing editor, and 
with er clenched fist Knocked him 
out his chair. At the same time 
her c6émpanion hurled a mucilage bot- 
tle at his head. 

The women then went to The News 
Letter office and. made a similar at- 
tack on Mr. Anderson, of that news- 
paper. He has since been confined 
to bed and is under surgical treat- 
ment.

The organization of the Greater Tech 
committees and working forces are 
being completed at the daily luncheon 
meetings at the Piedmont hotel.

Chamber of Commerce building. Three 
telephones, Ivy 8171, 8172 and 8173, 
have already been installed, and Dy 
these the workers will keep in touch 
with the headquarters at all times. 

Each committeeman will make a 
brief report on the card of each pros- 
pective donor to the chairman of his 
committee. The chairmen will turn 
these reports in to the headquarters 
It is the purpose of the directors of the 
campaign to keep a definite line on 
every prospect in the city, and to 
know where every card is, and what 
each man who is expected to donate is 
doing. 

A number of “Greater Tech” book- 
lets have been distributed among the 
business men of Atlanta, and more are 
at the disposal of the workers. The 
booklet is a beautifully arranged on, 
and sets out the purposes of the Geor- 
gia Tech, and the need for the exten- 
sions and improvements which will be 
made when the funds have been se- 
cured. 

Widespread Interest. 

The preparations for theeampaign 
are arousing widespread interest not 
only in Atlanta, but throughout the 
state. The attitude in other cities is 
one that Atlanta should take the lead- 
ership in the campaign, and that they 
will be led by the degree of success 
met with in Atlanta in their efforts. 

While in Atlanta in the interest of 
this movement, George J. Baldwin, 
president of the Savannah Electric 
company, stated his belief that the ob- 
ject of the present campaign was the 
only way in which the industrial activi- 
ties of the state may be carried on by 
our own people. 

“There is only one way to go this,’ 
he said; “all the individuals and busi- 
ness organizations in the state en- 
gaged in lines of engineering, manu- 
facturing, construction, “operation, 
transportation /or any other class 
of business directly or indirectly need- 
ing trained, technical expert service 
must combine their forces and invest 
an adequate sum of money to build up 
the Georgia School of Technology, upon 
which they must rely for a supply of 
young men to carry on their work. 

“The next ten vears will see the at- 
tendance at the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology more than doubled,” he con- 
tinued. “Its facilities must be in- 
creased and improved to keep up with 
this demand, so that every Georgia boy 
shall have the opportunity of just as 
good training at home as he can find 
elsewhere. Nowhere else can these 
young men be trained with special ref- 
erence both to their own needs and to 
those of the state. 

“We must express our interest by 
investing the money in a school which 
belongs to us.”

ARE UP IN ARMS 


Complaint Made to Mayor 
of Alleged Disreputable 
Characters on Certain 
Blocks of the Street. 


Following a vehement protest of Ivy 
street residents over the presence of 
alleged disorderly houses on that 
street, plain clothes policemen of the 
“vice squad” raided No. 134-A Ivy 
street and sent two women and a man 
to police headquarters. 

At the time of the raid a petition 
was being circulated among Ivy street 
dwellers appealing to Mayor Wood- 
ward and the police to clean up the 
territory of disorderly resorts. An or- 
Zanized movement of this sort was 
projected yesterday by a group of 
residents, one of whom, a woman, ap- 
peared before Mayor Woodward. 

Last night’s raid was made by Plain 
Clothes 
They had been sent from headquar- 
ters on a tip that came to the police 
from the husband of a young woman 
whom they found in the alleged re- 
sort. The woman occupant of the 
house, who will be tried before Re- 
corder Broyles today for operating a 
disorderly house, was sent’ to prison, 
as was the male companion of the 
girl prisoner. 

Bond was made for all, and the trio 
Was released from headquarters after 
being questioned by Night Chief E. L 
Jett. Their trials are set before the 
recorder for this afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock. It is said that a number of 
Ivy street citizens will appear in court 
for the proceedings. 

The intrusion of a drunken cab 
Patron at midnight into a respectable 
home on Ivy street, which, it is alleged, 
he mistook for a questionable resort, 
has incited the indignation of resi- 
dents, and has led to the clean-up 
crusade. 

The appeal was made to Mayor Wood- 
ward yesterday morning. A petition 
demanding the eviction of the occu- 
pants of a number of buildings in the 
neighborhood is now being circulated 
among residents. Conferences have also 
been held by tenants of Ivy street 
homes with police officials. 

Gives Names and Places. 

The petition was formulated and put 
into circulation Wednesday morning 
following the cab incident. It specifies 
addresses along Ivy street, and is di- 
rected to Mayor James G. Woodward. 
Occupants of the accused addresses 
have been residing on Ivy street and 
in the adjacent community, it is said, 
for considerable while. 

Shortly before midnight Tuesday, the 
occupant of the residence at 130 Ivy 
street, while her husband was at work 
uptown, was called to the front door 
by a man who had just been deposited 
at the curb by a cab. 

He appeared to be intoxicated. The 
cab driver, who is said to have directed 
him to another house on the street, 
drove away as the man left the hack. 
When the woman came to the door, the 
intruder, leering -drunkenty into her 
face, mumbled an insulting question 
which she could barely understand. 

She directed him to leave her home 
instantly. He appeared startled at her 
command, straightened up and, in an 
apologetic manner, averred that he had 
mistaken the address, leaving at once. 
The lady who lives at No. 130 was un- 
strung by the incident, and was in a 
bad nervous state Wednesday when she 
talked with @ reporter for The Consti- 
tution. 

She has only recently moved into the 
address, having transferred from-a 
nearby section of the street, she stated, 
to escape residence next door to a 
building that had become tenanted with 
questionable women. She is one of the 
leaders of the move to urge police 
action.

DIRECTORS LEARN 
AFTER THE WRECK 


Elton and Skinner Say New 
Haven Affairs Are Now 
Being Watched — Allege 
Mellen Used to Rush Them 
Off Feet. 


Washington, June 3.—James S. Elton, 
of Waterbury, Conn., and William Skin- 
ner, of Holyoke, Mass., directors of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, testifying today before the 
interstate commerce commission at its 
investigation into the affairs of the 
road said the acquisition of various 
New England trolleys, steamship lines 
and other properties at a cost of many 
millions of dollars, constituted a part 
of the New Haven’s comprehensive plan 
to increase its facilities. 
| Many properties thus acquired, it was 
istated, only had a prospective value. 
‘the natural growth of New England be- 
ing taken into consideration by the 
directors. 

Mr. Elton, questioned on this point 
by William Nelson Cromwell, who ap- 
peared as counsel for several directors, 
declared the purchase for $11,060,000 of 
the New York, Westchester and Boston 
road, the stock of which former Presi- 
dent Mellen, of the New Haven, testi- 
fied was worth only “10 cents a pound,” 
was for the purpose of obtaining a foot- 
hold in the metropolitan district and 
obtaining greater terminal facilities in 
New York. 

Mr. Elton testified that the New 
Haven directors had changed their 
method’ and now were not influenced 
so much by one or two men—like J. P. 
Morgan and former President Mellen— 
as they formerly were. He said the 
“directors now direct,” and had learned 
a “great many things.” He added that 
President Elliott was more deliberate 
than Mr. Mellen and did not “rush them 
off their feet.” 

Mr. Skinner said he believed, “if

Dr. Zertuche said that now that Huerta 
is “defeated completely, he is shrewd 
enough to invite the constitutionalists 
to an armistice to gain time for more 
defense preparations.” 

“That man is the biggest 
that Mexico ever produced,” 
Zertuche. “He realizes he is 
and he is begging to get out. Can any- 
one believe we are going to wait until 
Mexican public opinion comes to him? 
The only way out is for the constitu- 
tionalists to crush him and force him 
out of the office that he has usurped. 

“We started this revolution over a 
year ago without preparation, without 
men, without influence or money. We 
have been successful, for we now con- 
trol three-fourths of Mexico. When we 
are so near our goal it is not reason- 
able to expect us to sit and wait for 
Mexican public opinion to go to Senor 
Huerta. The Mexican people would 
have anyone rather than a Huertista, a 
Cientifico or a Clerical.”

This, it is ad- 
mitted by the Mexicans here, implies 
clearly General Huerta already has ap- 
proved the character of government to 
succeed him- as it has been outlined in 
the mediation conferences. .

Suggestions as to per- 
sonnel must be agreed upon privately. 
The protocol, which will be signed 
here, will be a declaration of principles 
on agrarian and educational reforms, 
and advice to Mexico to set up a pro- 
visional government, having due re- 
gard to the interests of all factions. 
The actual composition of the new BOov- 
ernment will be a matter of physical 
accomplishment as soon 4s the protocol 
is signed, the United States giving its 
promise to recognize the new govern- 
ment.

ANSWER OF MEDIATORS , 
SENT TO CARRANZA, 

Washington, June %3.—Whether the 
Mexican constitutionalists are to par- 
ticipate in peace negotiations at 
Niagara Falls probably will be de- 
termined by tomorrow. Agents of Gen- 
eral Carranza tonight were in tele- 
Eraphic communication with the con- 
Stitutionalist leader, after having for- 
warded to him the answer of the south 
American mediators to his message of 
protest carried to Niagara Falls last 
week. 

Publication of the mediators’ mes- 
sage was withheld here until General 
Carranza has determined on his reply. 
Rafael Zubaran, minister of the in- 
terior in Carranza’s cabinet, and at the 
head of the constitutionalist agency in 
Washington, would not discuss the 
nature of the mediators’ proposals or 
the probable attitude of his chief. Per- 
sons in touch with constitutionalist 
agents, however, suggested that the 
terms on which the mediators pro- 
posed to receive the constitutionalists 
into the peace negotiations would be 
declined. 

The mediators’ note, addressed to 
Mr. Zubaran, reached Washington ina 
special delivery letter. As soon as the 
message was received, the constitu- 
tionalist agency began preparations to 
communicate with General Carranza 
at Durango by a special wire. When 
the mediators’ message had been for- 
warded, conferences with their chiéf- 
tain were begun over the wire. 

Conferred With John Lind. 


Late tonight Mr. Zubaran and his 
associates interrupted their exchanges 
by telegraph with General Carranza 
to hold a long conference with their 
local counsel and John Lind. It was 
Stated there probably would be no re- 
Ply to the mediators’ note tonight. 

It was said the mediators’ message 
was accompanied by a request that 
nothing be made public until a con- 
clusion had been reached. 
Administration officials awaited the 
outcome with considerable anxiety. 
Throughout the day there were some 
expressions of apprehension in offi- 
cial quarters over the success of medi- 
ation plans as originally outlined. It 
was the first time that any admis- 
sions had been made of probable set- 
backs. Yet those who admitted the 
possibility of obstacles insisted that 
all difficulties ultimately would be 
overcome. Secretary Bryan again reit- 
erated that mediation was progressing 
satisfactorily. 

At constitutionalist headquarters 
those engaged personally in the long- 
distance deliberations ‘with constitu- 
tionalist leaders flatly refused to say 
whether the communications contain- 
ed a possibility of settlement of Mex- 
ican difficulties from the constitution- 
alist point of view. One source, how- 
ever, intimated that there were sug- 
gestions in the note that had not been 
forecast in previous dispatches from 
Niagara Falls. 

Carranza Objects to Armistice. 


Constitutionalists here did not hesi- 
tate to express as their personal view 
that General Carranza would not con- 
sent to an armistice nor to discuss the 
internal affairs of Mexico as an inde- 
pendent question. 

In many quarters it was believed 
that Carranza in his answer to the 
mediators would stand on his origi- 
nal position—refusal to subscribe to a 
truce and the contention that settle- 
ment of Mexico’s internal affairs was 
beyond the bounds of diplomatic activ- 
ity. 

Constitutionalist

signment of arms had been disembarked 
on the west coast, there is said to have 
been a frank display of optimism at the 
national palace and among President 
Huerta’s followers, both official and 
civilian. 

Passengers arrivin here from the 
interior declare that the last train bear- 
ing the war supplies from Puerto Mex- 
ico, reached the federal capital yester- 
day. Immediately after the stores had 
been landed there was a noticeable ex- 
odus of Mexicans, who had _ sought 
refuge within the American lines. These 
appeared to have assumed that General 
Huerta at last would be able to with- 
ay oe the advances of the constitution- 
alists. 


AMMUNITION ON WAY 
TO MEXICAN REBELS 


Washington, June 3.—While am- 
munition for the constitutionalists 
was en route today to Tampico from 
the United States, admission came 
from the state department of previ- 
ously reported orders to customs offi- 
cials not to clear consignments of 
munitions of war to Mexican ports. 
Secretary Bryan said there seemed to 
have been some misconstruction ofthe 
Original order. 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, act- 
ing as secretary of the navy in the 
absence of Secretary Daniels, today 
said no orders had ‘been given to the 
American naval commanders on the 
Mexican coast in regard to the treat- 
ment of the steamship Antilla, laden 
with war supplies for the constitu- 
tionalists, when she appears in Mexi- 
can waters. 


This was taken as an answer to the 
question as to whether the American 
naval commanders would extend pro- 
tection to the Antilla in the event 
that some of the Huerta gunboats, 
which have been informed of the na- 
ture of her cargo, should attempt to 
waylay the ship. 
he state department has taken no 
action on the notification received to- 
day through American Consul Canada, 
at Vera Cruz, that the constitution- 
alists at Tampico would refuse entry 
to any vessel whose clearances were 
not issued by constitutionalists’ - con- 
suls. It is believed the question will 
soon become a practical one by the 
appearance at Tampico of an Ameri- 
can vessel demanding entrance under 
clearances issued by Huerta consuls in 
the United States. If such ships have 
sailed from home ports before re- 
ceiving formal notice of this new de- 
mand it is said the state department 
will insist on their right of entry. 


WASHINGTON SCARED, 
ACCORDING TO HOBSON 


Newport, News, Va.,. June 3.—That 
within three weeks after the seizure 
of Vera Cruz by the American forces 
two ship loads of arms for Huerta 
were landed in Mexico under convoy 
of foreign warships and that the Unit- 
ed States government was “afraid to 
protest and afraid to allow the press 
of the country to say anything about 
it,’ was the declaration of Congress- 
man Richmond Pearson Hobson, in an 
address delivered here tonight. 

Mr. Hobson declared that a German 
steamer, under the protection of a Ger- 
man warship, had landed a cargo of 
arms on the Atlantic side, and that 
a Japanese steamer had landed a car- 
xo on the Pacific side, under the con- 
voy of a Japanese warship.

ARBITRATION PLAN 
TO BLOCKADE TAMPICO DELAYS TOLLS VOTE 


Final Action Still Far Off. 
Vardaman Criticises Wil- 
son and Bryan and De- 
nounces Root as Trouble- 
Maker. 


Washington, June 3.—Just when a 
vote on the Panama canal tolls ex- 
emption repeal bill seemed certain to 
come 4within a few days, the senate 
foreign relations committee today sur- 
prised the senate and complicated the 
situation by reporting favorably a 
resolution designed to lead to the sub- 
mission of the dispute with Great 
Britain to arbitration by an interna- 
tional tribunal. There was no discus- 
sion of the resolution, but it will be 
taken up before a vote is reached on 
the repeal bill itself, and its appear- 
ance before the senate undoubtedly will 
lead to further debate. 

Wilson and Arbitration. 

So far as administration leaders 
know, President Wilson opposes arbi- 
tration unless the repeal bill previous- 
ly is passed, and no word had come 
to the capitol tonight that he had 
changed his position. Many senators 
believe without the president’s ap- 
proval no arbitration proposal can re- 
ceive a majority. During the debate 
today Senator Vardaman, democrat, of 
Mississippi, a vigorous opponent of re- 
peal, criticised the president’s position 
and attacked Senator Root, one of the 
leaders of the opposite side. 

The Sutherland resolution provides 
for arbitration of the “differences that 
have arisen between the United States 
and Great Britain” under the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty “in the matter of 
payment of tolls which may be exact- 
ed for the use of the Panama canal.” 
It is proposed under the general ar- 
bitration treaty between the two coun- 
tries which provides for arbitration 
of disputes not affecting national 
honor, independence or vétal interest 
at The Hague or by special] tribunal. 
The resolution proposes that the presi- 
dent “be requested’’ to open diplomatic 
negotiations with Great Britain with 
a view to making a special agreement 
for an “impartial international tri- 
bunal for arbitration,’ and for the 
submission to it of differences between 
the countries. 

Vardaman Criticises Wilson. 

The senate quickened its pace today 
on the repeal bill and spent most of 
the seven hours it was in session in 
debate. If leaders carry out their 
plan to keep the measure constantly 
before the senate, even the arbitration 
resolution may not delay the vote lon- 
ger than next week. 

Senator Vardaman’s speech attract- 
ed much _ attention. He criticised 
President Wilson for failing to keep 
the pledges of the Baltimore platform. 
He referred to one of the president’s 
speeches in which he said the demo- 
cratic platform was “not molasses to 
catch flies with.” 

“I trust,” he added, “that it will 
not be out of place for me to suggest 
that it becomes the duty of the presi- 
dent to see that the interests of the 
American people are not flies to be 
caught by somebody else’s molasses.” 
Declaring that he regarded a Plat- 
form pledge as binding as the oath of 
office, Senator Vardaman continued: 
“The idea of any one human being, 
however great in hie own conceit or 
wise in the estimation of others, 
imagining he has the power to ab- 
solve himself from suc pledge, to 
substitute some theory of his own in 
place of it, is a heresy in political re- 
ligion in the United States which is 
now being preached and practiced by 
leaders of the democratic party for 
the first time. It may be treason to 
the crown, but I cannot approve it. I 
will not subscribe to such a doctrine.” 

Senator Root Denounced. 

The Mississippi senator was severe 
in his criticism of Senator Root 
whose speech in January, 1913, he 
said, reopened the tolls exemption 
question. 

‘It strikes me,” he said,

the preservation of the constitution, 
the dignity of labor, the equality of 
Anglo-Saxon manhood, and the sancti- 
ty of the platform promise. 

“Think of Bryan and Root pulling 
together shoulder to shoulder for the 
moral and mental uplift of the Amer'i- 
can people and the salvation of our 
national honor! 

Bryan on Platform Pledges. 

“Does any senator imagine the re- 
pudiation of platform promises will be 
overlooked and forgotten by the peo- 
Ple because the distinguished senator 
from New York tells us it’s the right 
thing for us to do? Will the cogency 
of the appeal of the distinguished sen- 
ator so sway the public mind that they 
will forget the excoriations which Sec- 
retary Bryan gave to the violators of 
platform promises in his memorable 
address to the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture on May 13, 19137” 

Senator Vardaman quoted at length 
from Secretary Bryan’s address to 
the effect that the conscience 
of a candidate should begin 
to work before election and not 
hibernate until after he ts in office, 
and declaring that a violator of a 
party platform was a worse criminal 
than an embezzler. 

In conclusion, Senator Vardaman 
predicted that if the repeal was not the 
death warrant of the democratic party 
it would be the warrant that would 
remove it from power and disrupt the 
good feeling of Americans for Great 
Britain. Finally, he said, he would not 
follow the men who bore the red flag 
of party infidelity. 


Simmons Advocates Repeal. 


The final answer of ‘administration 
forces to the arguments marshalled 
against repeal of the Panama tolls ex- 
emption was made by Senator Sim- 
mons. The North Carolina senator 
argued that the exemption of American 
coastwise vessels would be a discrimi- 
nation forbidden by the binding treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, and unwise as a domestic 
policy. 

To stand by the tolls exemption law, 
Senator Simmons declared, was to be- 
come the leader among the nations of 
the world in a reactionary movement 
to re-establish the old principle of 
selfishness and isolation, which had 
been supplanted by the doctrine of 
reciprocal equality. 

To stand by the law, he added, 
would not mean war, but it would 
mean that the United States would 
hereafter be confronted with a world- 
wide public sentiment of chagrin, dis- 
trust, disapproval and resentment.

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"ITY IS HAMPERED. 
BY LACK OF FUNDS 


June Budget Shows That 
Either Schools or Streets 
Must Suffer, While Much 
Needed Sewer Work Will 
Have to Go Over. 


With appropriations which are mea- 
ger and insufficient to meet the grow- 
ing demands of the city, the June bud- 
get, carrying $5,011,728.18, part of 
which represents items carried over 
from last year, will be presented to 
council this afternoon. 

Two budgets will be offered. Chair- 
man W. H. Humphrey will offer one, 
and Alderman C. H. Kelley will offer 
the other. The issue which will be 
advanced when the sheets are offered 
will be whether Atlanta’s schools are 
to be given preference over street im- 
provements. 

Chairman Humphrey’s sheet proposes 
taking $10,000, at least, from the South 
Pryor street regrading fund and apply- 
ing the money to the appropriations for 
schools to launch the re-organization 
plans recently adopted by the school 
board. Alderman Kelley will offer a 
substitute sheet with an amendment 
which will leave the Pryor street money 
intact. 

The Kelley amendment proposes tak- 
ing $5,125 from asphalt repairs, $1,000 
from streets ordinary of the second 
ward, $950 from Georgia avenue paving 
fund, $472.77 from Georgia avenue re- 
grading fund, $250 from West Mitchell, 


$300 from stockade clothing fund, $250' 


from the “penny lunch” fund of schools, 


$501.87 from payroll of Oakland ceme- 
tery, $1,000 from insurance fund, and 
$12,169.92 from bridge, paint and repair 
fund. 

Where Money Would Go. 

The amendment proposes adding the 
money taken from the above funds 
to the following: Cherokee avenue 
paving, $5,000; Normal school, $1,500; 
fire extinguishers in schools, 01.50; 
Ira street improvement, $250; salary 
of primary school supervisor for six 
months, $720; principal of Normal 
school, $371; assistant, $580, and twelve 
teachers, $2,730. The items apportioned 
for the teachers represent salary for 
four and six months. 

Regardless of the issue raised by 
the finance committee, menrbers of 
council who have been struggling for 
years and months for more sewer and 
construction work are going to have 
an inning. The Butler and Highland 
avenue sewer agitation will be aired 
in council. 

Alderman -Albert Thomson and Coun- 
cilman Claude L. Ashley, at whose in- 
stance Mayor Woodward called a spe- 
cial meeting of the finance committee, 


sewer committee and bond committee, 
Wednesday afternoon, are going to be 
heard from. They want council to 
take $52,000 from the unexpended sew- 
er bond balaruce and use it on the ex- 
tension of the Butler and Highland 
avenue sewers. 
City Losing Money. 


In January the finance committee 
gave the fourth ward $25,000 for But-: 
ler and Highland avenue sewers. To 
complete Butler street sewer the city 
needs $14,000, and about $60,000 is 
needed on Highland avenue. The $60,- 
000 is more than the ward has for 
the project. 

Out of the total $1,359,498.06 of the 
bond money voted for sewers, there is 
a balance unexpended amounting to 
$219,910.51. 

The balance is in the bank drawing 
or earning a meager 2 per cent, where- 
as the city is paying the bondholders 
41-2 per cent. 

The scheme of the fourth ward mem- 
bers is to put the banked bond money 
to work. They proposed putting back 
into the treasury the $25,000 appropri- 
ated in January for the Butler and 
Highland avenue sewers, and asking 
in return $25,900 from the sewer fund, 
and $27,000 from the engineers con- 
tingent fund which amounts to $92,000. 
By this method of transferring the 


funds, the fourth ward members hoped 
that the $25,000 they would put back 
could be made available for depart-

store the $7,000 taken from the street 
ordinary fund, $6,500 from the fifth 
ward engine house, $3,000 taken from 
the Peachtree “bottle neck” fund, and 
also provide the money to pay the 
city’s share of building 
street underpass. 

Chairman Fletcher Quillian did not 
approve the fourth ward proposition. 
He took the position that the trans- 
feral of the funds as proposed by the 
fourth ward delegation would not be 
legal. He also stated that he was op- 
posed to the expenditure of any part 
of the bond money except for the spe- 
cific projects set forth in the bond or- 
dinance. 

No Sewer Relief in Sight. 


Hence the fourth ward representa- 
tives, after thoroughly going into the 
roposition, will ve nothing more 
han $2,500 to complete -the sewer up 
to a point on Ponce de Leon avenue, 
and means that residents of the fourth, 
ninth, sixth and eighth wards, instead 
of getting the immediate relief they 
have been hoping and praying for, will 
be exposed to nauseous odors which 
percolate through the sewer openings 
and the disease which may result. 

It is doubtful whether the general 

council will pass the sheet Thursday 
afternoon. Some members of the 
finance committee have a scheme 
whereby they hope to get the consent 
of council to dispose of some invalu- 
able property estimated to be worth 
about $30,000. If the property can be 
sold for $25,000 the money will greatly 
relieve the strained condition of the 
treasury. But there is considerable 
opposition in the present council 
against the sale of any city property, 
articularly in view of the fact that 
the city will be needing property to 
meet the growing demands for new 
schools, fire engine houses and other 
facilities. 
Graham West, chief clerk in the 
comptroller’s office, has been instructed 
to draw up a resolution authorizing 
the mayor to appoint a committee of 
three to investigate the property listed 
as being of no immediate use to the 
city, and to take steps in the direc- 
tion of advertising it for sale by the 
city marshal. 

The resolution will be presented to 
council along with the two finance 
heets.

STATE INSTITUTIONS 
ASKED 10 ECONOMIZE 


On Account of Deficit, Econ- 
omy Will Be Necessary 
for Some Months. 


Because the state finds itself now 
facing a larger deficit even than in 
former years, Governor Slaton has 
urged the state institutions, which the 
state has not yet been able to pay in 
full, to keep expenses down as low as 
possible. 

The fact that the new law made the 
corporation tax collectible last Sep- 
tember, which money was available 
sooner than formerly for the state ex- 
penses, the governor believes is largely 
responsible for the present increased 
deficit. This deficit, however, @ill be 
reduced considerably when the corpora- 
tion tax is again paid next September. 
The present legislature made appro- 
priations much more economically than 
any legislature in recent years, and 
largely through the efforts of the gov- 
ernor toward -keeping appropriations 
within the prospective income of the 
state. 

There is about $100,000 now available 
in the state treasury. 

The tax equalization law, adopted by 
the last session of the general assembly, 
went into effect on] 
cannot be expected “ef oy Fagg 
before next year. This law is expected 
however, ultimately to wipe out the 
State’s debts and adjust its financial 
affairs to a firm basis.

The clerk summoned aid from the 
Grady hospital, but Childers was dead 
before the arrival of the fast speeding 
ambulance. 

Last Seen at 1 O’clock. 

Childers was last seen about 1 
o’clock by the night clerk, who told the 
following story: 

“Shortly before 1 o’clock A. C. Gil- 
lan, the roommate of Childers, came 
to my office and asked that for the 
night I transfer him to another room, 
stating that Childers was intoxicated 
and worrying him. | 

“I moved Gillam! from room No. 22 
to room No. 8, and in a few minutes 
’ Childers passed through the hotel 
lobby dressed in his street clothes and 
passed out of the hotel entrance to the 
street. I do not Know where he had 
started and that was the last time l 
ever saw him.” 

Much mystery’ surrounded the re- 
turn to the hotel of the dead man. El- 
liott, the night clerk, was positive that 
he had not seen him return into the 
building. The body was found direct- 
ly underneath his window. 

This mystery was cleared away when 
a lifelong friend of Childers, Dr. J. F. 
Beck, told the investigators that Chil- 
ders always possessed a mania for 
sitting in windows whenever under the 
slightest influence of drink. He told 
of an incident where Childers almost 
lost his life in the Grant building ‘be- 
cause of this habit. 

Childers was a native Georgian, being 
born in Forsyth county. When at the 
Dahlonega college he organized the 
first Sigma Nu chapter in Georgia and 
was held in high esteem by his college 
mates and by members -of the fraterni- 
ty throughout the southland. 


Engaged by De Lesseps. 

He specialized in college on engin- 
eering and upon graduating went to 
South America, where he was engaged 
in the construction of many railroads. 
His excellent work attracted the at- 
tention of De Lesseps, who engaged 
him to aid him-on the digging of the 
Panama canal. 

Childers returned to America about 
thirteen years ago on account of fail- 
ing health. For three years he was 
employed in the city health depart- 
ment of Atlanta and recently had been 
with the Jackson & Wessell’s store. 

He was a member of Delphi iodge, 
Knights of Pythias, and Kibla temple, 
Knights of Khorassan. 

The funeral will be held this morning 
at 8 o’clock at Greenberg & Bond’s 
chapel. The Khorassans and Knights 
of Pythias will have charge of the fu- 
neral, and Dr. Schaffer, pastor of the 
English Lutheran church, will eo gt 
The body will be sent to Easley, BS.

FORM STREET PARADE 


Two hundred or more striking textile 
workers paraded yesterday afternoon 
through the streets of the downtown 
section.

CUMMINS DISCUSSES 
CARMACK AMENDMENT 


Washington, June 3.—Senator Cum- 
mins’ proposal that the Carmack 
amendment to the interstate commerce 
law be written in order to hold rail- 
roads liable generally for loss to ship- 
ments during transit was before the 
senate today. 

In explanation of his bill, Senator 
Cummins told the senate that the su- 
preme court had held recently«that the 
Carmack amendment making initial 
railroad carriers liable for loss of ship- 
ments had been such an entrance into 
a field of legislation that annulled all 
state laws on liability for damage to 
interstate shipments. As a result the 
railroads had proceeded to limit lia- 
bility to the value stated in the bill 
of lading He contended the shipper 
rarely knew what was in the bill and 
had no more chance of making a fair 
contract of shipment with a railroad 
than a child had of whipping a prize 
fighter He asked for the passage of 
a law requiring, among other things. 
that railroads pay the actual loss suf- 
fered by shippers except where the in- 
terstate commerce commission had 
granted permission for the making of 
rates on value. 

At the same time his bill would with- 
hold from the commission authority to 
approve value rates for the shipment 
of ordinary live stock.

Says That He, Not Felder or 
Hardwick, Led Depot 
Filibuster. 


Macon, Ga., 
Criticising the 
Governor Slaton 


June 3.—(Special.)— 
statement made by 

Sunday that Geor- 
gia is millions of dollars poorer 
because of the “geographical patriot- 
ism” of Thomas S. Felder and Thomas 
W. Hardwick in the matter of erect- 
ing the old Union depot in Atlanta, 
Joe Hill Hall today issued a card tak- 
ing all responsibility for the mentioned 
filibuster. 

“IT am not supporting either Slaton, 
Felder or Hardwick in the race be- 
tween them for the Wnited States sen- 
ate,” says Mr. Hall. “As between these 
three my personal preference up to the 
publication of his statement on Sun- 
day was for Governor Slaton.” 

“Governor Slaton charges that this 
filibuster against this bill was led by 
Mr. Felder and that Mr. Hardwick was 
his lieutenant, and the inference that 
the governor would have drawn is that 
by this method the bill was defeated. 
I am surprised at this statement on 
the part of the governor of Georgia. 
The records disclose the fact to be 
that I was the leader of this filibuster; 
that every motion made in opposition 


to the bill or to delay its passage was 
made by me; that Mr. Felder and Mr. 
Hardwick only voted on a call of ‘ayes’ 
and ‘nays,’ and in so doing were strict- 
ly in the exercise of their rights as 
members of the general assembly. 

“Notwithstanding the opposition to 
the bill on our part it became a law. 
and today is wpon the statute books 
of this state unrepealed. 

“The bill appropriated $500,000 to 
build the depot, provided for a com- 
mission and enacted all the 
details for carrying out the scheme for 
erecting the structure. 

“This bill will be found commencing 
On page 7 of the acts of 1901 

If these charges against Felder and 
Hardwick, which he believes should 
have been accompanied by proof, are 
not true, says Hall, the two have been 
done a great injustice. 

The claim that he has long been a 
victim of misrepresentation in the 
matter of the depot legislation and 
that Governor Slaton’s recent state- 
ments about it are without the slight- 
est foundation in fact, is made by Mr. 
Hall. 

Reviewing the depot legislation, Mr. 
Hall states that a bill introduced in 
1900, taking funds appropriated for 
the payment of a bonded debt, was 
abandoned by even its advocates after 
an adverse court decision. Another 
bill, appropriating $500,000 fer the de- 
pot, was passed at the same _ session 
of the legislature, he declares, but 
was never acted upon, as the plan was 
rejected by the railroads. 

Concluding, Mr. Hall says: 

“I submit with confidence this state- 
ment in the calm judgment of the peo- 
le of Georgia not in the interest of 
Mr. Felder and Mr. Hardwick, but in 
interest of the truth and justice 
to them and the other honorable 
representatives of the people of Geor- 
gia, who have been misrepresented by 
Governor Slaton’s statement.”

The two most significant recent develop-

A ROAD-BUILDING ERA. 


In an editorial recently reproduced in 
The Constitution, The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord of Baltimore urges upon the entire 
south the importance of making the con- 
vention of the American Road congress, to 
be held in Atlanta next November, the 
greatest affair of its kind in the history of 
the country. 

The Record has not overstated the op- 
portunities of the occasion. It is correct in 
saying that no part of the country has a 
more vital or immédiate stake in good 
roads than the south, and it might have 
added that no state in the. south is more 
vitally interested in the subject’ than 
Georgia. 

The assembling of the congress here in 
November will bring together the greatest 
aggregation of highway experts and road- 
building authorities ever gathered in a 
southern city. Men from all America and, 
in some instances, from countries other 
than America, will be here to tell what 
they know and learn what they can about 
an issue that is now engaging the concen- 
trated thought of all civilization. 

If every county in the south is repre- 
sented at this meeting, the net result 
should be an impetus to highway construc- 
tion unparalleled in the south’s annals. A 
contagion of practical and applied enthu- 
siasm for good roads invariably goes out 
from these great gatherings, engendered by 
the inspiring talks of the specialists and by 
demonstrations in facts and figures of what 
systematic road improvement is everywhere 
accomplishing. 

The era of good roads into which we are 
now entering is one of the most remark- 
able phenomena of recent years. Up to 
within a decade or so ago, few American 
states were awake to the economic con- 
nection between good roads and civiliza- 
tion, and good.roads and development, and 
good roads and property values, education, 
religion, social activity, what-not. 

The propaganda that has awakened the 
nation in these vital respects has made a 
permanent impression. The demand for 
good roads, everywhere, is not one of an 
ephemeral nature. What the good road

PIONEER VANDERBILT. 

In transferring 86,700 acres of the North 
Carolina estate of the late George W. Van- 
derbilt to the federal government for the 
purposes of forest preservation, his widow 


marked the deal with the following signifi- 
cant letter: 


Vanderbilt was the first of the 

forest owners in America to adopt 

of forestry. He conserved 

forest from the time he 

his death. I wish earn- 
estly to make such disposition of it as 
will ‘maintain in ‘the fullest and most 
permanent way its natural value as an 
object: lesson in forestry, as well as its 
wonderful beauty and charm, and I 
realize that its ownership by the nation 
will alone make its preservation per- 
manent and: certain. 

The estate lies in portions of four coun- 
ties. Persons who have traversed it need 
no descriptions to remind them of its nat- 
ural beauty, enhanced by the studied sim- 
plicity of the forester and the landscape 
engineer. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt's estimate of the work of 
her husband is a just one. During his 
lifetime, some individuals were inclined to 
criticise George Variderbilt as a type of the 
more casual rich man’s son, the gilded idler 
and not the producer. 

In his North Carolina estate, Vanderbilt 
did enough alone to rebut this accusation. 
His feat in building Biltmore, and in oper- 
ating it, gave valuable lessons in municipal 
cleanliness and what today we call social 
justice. Of equally great worth was his 
achievement in developing and conserving 
his forest park, in’ blazing new paths in the 
breeding of fine animals and in spreading 
generally the doctrine of sane and aesthetic 
living. 

The government secures a large slice 
of the estate at $5 an acre, a much smaller 
price than that quoted by Vanderbilt himself 
during his lifetime. The desire of his widow 
to fittingly perpetuate his name is praise-

Smell of Tobacco a 
Device of the Devil; 
Save Preachers From It! 


Editor Constitution: In the editorial col- 
umns of Sunday’s Constitution considerable 
space was given to a discussion of the recent 
Presbyterian and Methodist resolutions on 
the use of tobacco by the ministry. 

The wrong conclusions are evidently 
drawn, however, as when it is found preach- 
ers, or members, for that matter, habitually 
indulge in practices contrary to propriety 
and derogatory to the best interests of the 
church, it is certainly the duty of those au- 
thorized to pass upon such matters to form- 
ulate such restrictions as may be necessary. 
As the writer of this article doubtless uses 
tobacco, he is naturally unable to take the 
unbiased view of the man who doesn't, or of 
the women and children (with whom the 
preacher is more often thrown), and there- 
fore cannot realize the positive indignities 
thrust upon them by being compelled to in- 
hale the obnoxious breath of one who chews, 
or the fumes of a cigarette, cigar, or per- 
haps a pipe (that frequently should be al- 
lowed to exist only under strict “federal 
supervision’). While the same rule applies 
more or less to all men, the writer Knows 
from personal observation that nothing so 
disgusts a woman or child with a preacher 
or prominent church worker, as the smell of 
tobacco on his breath or clothes. He simply 
cannot have the influence for good he might, 
and regulations on a habit like that really 
demand attention. It is not a moral ques- 
tion, as I see it, but simply one of order and 
efficiency. 

A Court Matter. 

The fact of the matter is, women, espe- 
cially, should not endure this condition, and 
they probably will not much longer, and a 
complaint against a specific instance as a 
nuisance would probably be sustained in any 
court. Nothing else so closely approaching 
a nuisance would be permitted for a minute, 
and the time is probably coming soon when 
this will not be. This is merely an evidence 
of an awakened intelligence. Fifty years 
ago, perhaps a preacher, or at least some 
preachers, used intoxicating liquors as freely 
as anyone else, and little was thought of it. 
Today it is practically under the ban of re- 
spectability everywhere. Tomorrow tobacco 
will meet the same fate, and it probably has 
less chance for; prolonged life than diquor 
had, because this awakened intelligence has, 
within the last ten years, done more to put 
liquor where it is than all the rest of the 
preceding century, and though I believe to- 
bacco heads the list next in the expenditures 
of the nation, and possibly has as much 
money behind it, it will fare hard when once 
the people are really aroused. 

The suggestion that “while there may be 
a few people whom tobacco hurts, it 
doesn't hurt most people,” will bear close 
examination and comparison with statistics 
before full acceptance, but the fact that the 
human race got along so well for some 5,400 
or 5,500 years of recorded history without it, 
while wine, at least, has been the curse of 
the race from the beginning, shows its use- 
lessness at least, while the alarmingly large 
number of newly recognized diseases since 
its introduction, might also have some bear- 


fing on the subject. 


The real “smoke nuisance” is not limited 
to the unprotected flues and stacks that be- 
cloud the atmosphere and soil our collars, 
etc., alone, but the useless one (for which we 
probably spend enough to run the govern- 
ment) that poisons our lungs and hurts our 
eyes and weakens our hearts and destroys 
the will and brain and akes our breath and 
clothes unfit to appear ¥ decent society, also 
comes in for its share, 
receive its just due.

It does not seem at all probable that a 
preacher is under greater responsibility to 
his Maker than anyone else, and what is 
reasonably conceived to be his duty becomes 
the duty of others as well.

$1,000,000 LUMBER CO. 
IN RECEIVERS’ HANDS 


Great Eastern, With Big Plant 
Near Savannah, in Finan- 
cial Difficulties. 


. Savannah, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)— 
The Great Eastern Lumber company, 
Capitalized at $1,000,000, with a large 
plant 6 miles from Savannah, on the 
Savannah river, went into the hands 
of a receiver yesterday. It is under- 
stood the concern is solvent, but was 
unable to obtain working capital. 

It was on application of the Union 
Trust company, of Detroit, Mich., hold- 
ers of bonds totaling $982,000, that the 
receivers were appointed. Thomas H. 
Goodbody, who has been in active 
charge of the company’s affairs: 
Charles R. Dunn and John K. Pray are 
the receivers. Their bonds were fixed 
at $5,000 each by Judge William I 
Grubb, in the federal court. 

The receivers are only temporary. It 
is understood no effort will be made 


at this time to operate the plant, but 
that the receivers’ duty will be merely 
to protect and preserve the properties 
of the company which are covered by 
the mortgage held by the bondholders. 

Depression in the lumber market and 
the fact that the capital of the com- 
pany was uwsed in providing plants, 
buying timber lands and preparing for 
operations are assigned as cause of 
the failure. 

The petition of the bondholders al- 
leges that the company defaulted in 
interest on bonds due June 1, failed 
to make payments for timber cut and 
removed, failed to pay $77,000 ma- 
tured bonds, or the premium on insur- 
ance policies, although the mortgage 
provided that the property covered by 
insurance should be kept fully insured. 
The company was notified May 15 that 
its failure to pay the foregoing had 
resulted in all of the bonds becoming 
due under the terms of the mortgage. 

The company is one of the largest 
yellow pine manufacturers in the 
country. It owns one of the largest 
and most modern plants. Work on the 
plants began in 1911. The sawmill 
alone has a daily capacity of 100,000 
feet. It owns valuable timber lands 
in Sereven and Burke counties, Geor- 
gia, and Aiken and Barnwell counties, 
South Carolina.

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“MEMORIAL IN HONOR 


— OF SOUTHERN DEAD 


To Be Unveiled iri Arling- 
ton--Monument Made Pos- 
sible by Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 


Washington, June 3.—Hundreds of 
old southern warriors and many for- 
mer union soldiers arrived in Wash- 
ington tonight to dedicate, in Arling- 
ton cemetery tomorrow afternoon, the 
monument erected to the memory of 
the confederate dead. Among the vis- 
itors were the commanders-in-chief of 
the United Confederate Veterans and 
the Grand Army of the Republic—Ben- 
nett H. Young, of . Louisville, and 
Washington Gardner, of Albion, Mich.— 
and Sir Moses Ezekiel, sculptor of the 

~ monument. 
Gray-Clad Veterans. 

Many of the visiting veterans were 
about the capital's streets tonight, 
finding friends among groups of for- 
mer foes, or attended dinners arranged 
in honor of northern and southern 
leaders. From practically every south- 
ern state came a grovp of gray-clad 
veterans, and numerous northern cities 
were represented by men in blue. To- 
night they retold the campfire tales of 
half a century ago, ang through it all 
ran the sentiment of fraternity that 
is to be sealed again tomorrow at the 
monument’s unveiling in hallowed 
Arlington. 

Pleasant weather was 
the dedication ceremonies. 
to be featured by an address by Pres- 
ident Wilson, who will accept the 
memorial in behalf of the United States 
after its presentation by Mrs. Daisy 
McLaurin ‘Stevens, president general 
of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. Other speakers will include 
General Young and General Gardner 
and Colonel Hilary Herbert, secretary 
of the navy in the Cleveland adminis- 
tration. Officials of the cemetery had 
arranged tonight to handle the tre- 
mendous crowds expected to attend the 
unveiling. 

Floral Wreath for Union Dead. 

The executive committee of the Arl- 
ington Confederate Monument associa- 
tion, of which Colonel Hilary A. Her- 
bert ig chairman, has decided to place 
a large floral wreath on the _ stone 
which marks the graves of more than 
1,000 unknown union dead in the ceme- 
tery immediately after the unveiling 
ceremonies. 

The monument, 
has as its central 
statue of a woman, facing southward 
and bearing in an extended hand a 
laurel wreath. About the base are 
thirty-two life-sized figures, in full re- 
lief, representing the heroic sacrifices 
of the men and women of the confed- 
eracy. 

Krection of the monument was made 
possible through the efforts of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy. 
Colonel Herbert formally will present 
the memorial tO Mrs. Daisy McLaurin 
Stevens, president general of the 
United Daughters, who in an address 
will in turn present it to the govern- 
ment. President Wilson will make the 
address of acceptance.

Sir Moses Ezekiel, sculptor of the 
monument, arrived here today for the 
unveiling ceremonies.

The statue recently was com- 
pleted by Sir Moses at his studio in 
Rome, Italy. 

The sculptor, who has spent many 
vears in Italy, where he was knighted, 
is a native of Richmond, Va., and a 
veteran of the confederate army. 

Today was the anniversary of the 
birth of Jefferson Davis, president of 
the confederacy, and it was generally 
observed throughout the south.

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MORE REALIZING 
IN COTTON MARKET 


This Caused Decline for the 
Day of Six to Fifteen 
Points—Market Closed 
Steady. 


New York, June 3.—There was heavy 
further realizing in the cotton market 
and prices showed reactions of over 
$1.50 per bale as compared with the 
high level] of last Monday, with the 
close barely steady at a net loss of 
6 to 15 points for the day. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 5 to 8 points under overnight sell- 
ing orders, relatively easy Liverpool 
cables and reports of improving 
weather conditions in the south. There 
was a good deal of cotton offering, 
but it was well taken around the ini- 
tial figures and prices firmed up to- 
ward midday, on the forecast for show- 
ers in the southwest and private re- 
ports that it was raining at two or 
three points in Texas. There was 
doubtless covering of shorts, rebuying 
by sold-out longs and some fresh de- 
mand from parties who had been wait- 
ing for a setback on which to enter 
the market during the early trading, 
as a great deal of cotton was taken 
out of the ring before the end of the 
first hour, but the market became com- 
paratively quiet on the midday ad- 
vance, and after selling 2 to 3 points 
net higher, prices again eased off. _ 

Reports of light rains or showers 
in parts of Georgia may have promot- 
ed part of the restsing, which sent 
prices to the lowest leve of the day in 
the late trading. The official forecast 
was for showers in Georgia, but for 
clear weather elsewhere in the east- 
ern belt, which is still suffering from 
lack of moisture, and private crop ad- 
vices from the south continued gen- 
erally bullish. 

A prominent traveling expert sent in 
an unfavorable review of Texas crop 
conditions, but pointed out that it was 
too early to consider the crop a fail- 
ure, and that favorable weather the 
rest of the season might cause a ma- 
terial improvement. 

Private cables attributed the decline 
in Liverpool to liquidation on more fa- 
vorable weather reports and Liverpool 
was credited with selling new crop 
months here against purchases in the 
English market. There Was a rela- 
tively good demand for old crop deliv- 
eries on the early decline, and these 
positions were comparatively steady 
during the entire day. Spot houses 
bought July and August, but local 
reactionists claimed that they could 
see no sign of spinners buying new 
crops.
